At Least Six Strikers Killed and a Large 


Numlier Wounded—Victim* Mostly Huns

ing in the east end of LaSalle, and an 
hour later marched to -7 the LaSalle 
shaft, where, without cause, a bloody 
riot was commenced by tlie 'Poles and 
Dagos who, armed with all kinds 
of weapons, and carrying armfuls of 
rocks, clubs and missies, attacked the 
sheriff and his posse of forty deputies. 
The strikers opened" fire, and it was re- 
turned by the sheriff and deputies un- 
til nil their ammunition was gone, 
when they had to fly for refuge. It is 
not known how many' of the rioters 
have been injured. Some of them may 
be fatally shot, but, being all foreign- 
ers. nothing can be learned of their 
condition. .

Sheriff Taylor is. pummelcd badly, 


and is lying in the Harrison house, at- 
tended by doctors. Deputy Thomas 
Walters, of Ottawa, was shot in the 
loins and. may die. lie was sent home. 

Hoolihan, Ottawa, was 
shot in the calf] of the leg. Deputy 
John Dwefe, Ottawa, was thrown into 
a cellar, and has his spine badly in- 
jured.

more or less bruised with rocks and 
/clubs, not one of them escaping with- 


out injury.

Sheriff Taylor displayed wonderful 


nerve and combative spirit. When all 
tlie deputies -had been forced back, 
MMUC of whom tied when their iimmuni- 
•tion was gone, yot the sheriff stood his 
ground against 5UO maniacs, and con- 
tinued firing with a revolver in each 
hiind. He : was the last to qxiit the 
light, and escaped by going into a house 
und dodging the crazed miners. 


The success of the strikers in their 


riot seemed to infuriate them until 
they lost their heads completely, and 
they have since been parading 
the 


streets, howling and raising pande- 
monium. About 7:15 two of the ring- 
leaders wei-e put under arrest by depu- 
ty sheriffs .and hustled through the 
Harrison house and 
taken 
to jail 


through the Alleys. 


In five minutes a mob of a thousand 


men had surrounded the hotel and 
threatened to blow, it up unless the 
prisoners were produced: The wildest 
kind of excitement prevailed, and all 
the guests of the house left for quarte'rs 
more safe. '' ••'".

The orders were carried out by Chief 


of Police Doyle, who took a committee 
of infuriated men through the jail to 
satisfy them that no miners were under 
arrest The mob then demanded the 
return and the release'of the two pris- 
oners sent to Ottawa or they would 
take the town. 


Late Thursday night the miners again 


marched to the hotel, filling "the air 
with shouts denunciatory of the author- 
ities. At the hotel a mass meeting was 
hold, and after being addressed by Mr. 
Byrne, the proprietor of the hotel, who 
assured them that the men were not in 
his house, they decided to disperse for 
the night.

break Thursday morning the battle 
which had "been threatened at the 
Stickle llollow mines of the Washing- 
ton Coal & Coke Co., for -the past few 
days, occurred, and as a result, at least 
three strikers are lying dead and a- half 
dozen are seriously wounded. The ex- 
act number of killed, and wounded can 
not be ascertained yet, as they were 
carried off the ground as they were 
mowed down by the 50 Winchesters 
guarding the plants. 


Shortly before midnight 2,000 strik- 


ers assembled at the Stickle Hollow 
plants, coming from Iiucyville, Fay- 
ottc City, Treport, 
Allenport 
and 


many other points on the Mononga- 
hehi river. Spine of them were armed, 
but" the majority were not. 
They 


went into camp near the plant, where 
they remained until about .3 o'clock 
Thursday morning, when 
they . ad- 


journed to the public road leading to 
the works over which the workmen 
would have to pass to the pit. 


Here they formed a line. to intercept 


the workmen and attempt to get them 
to return home. According to pro- 
gramme they stopped the first delega- 
tion of miners, and after a little per- 
suasion, induced' them ' to join 
the 


strike. 
The men turned back, and 


about the time they w6re starting 
homeward with their dinner buckets, 
the deputies, who were on guard and 
witness to the affair, were ordered to 
shoot. They fired three volleys into 
the mob at a close range, and fired to 
kill. 


The first voilej' brought forth no re- 


sponse from the strikers, who wei;e 
thought to be well armed, but instead 
they ran in every direction, leaving the 
dead and wounded lying in the public 
road. The deputies followed with two 
more volleys. 


The report of the affair given by of- 


ficials of the company is that three 
strikers were picked tip dead in the 
road after the shooting and about a 
half dozen wounded and were carried 
away by their comrades. There are 
reports that six men were killed and 
sixteen wounded. The plant is so far 
back, ne_ar Perryopolis, that the ac- 
tual facts have not been received here 
yet.

the mob, but from so me unknown cause 
allowed them to come over to this 
place, .they getting' here at " o'clock, 
the sherin:' and posse from Centralia, 
and Sandovsil reaching the 11. & O. S. 
W. depot by special train at tlie-snmo 
time. The posse was nrmed with the 
guns belonging to theCentralin militia, 
and made a formidable appearance as 
tbey formed in line with fixed bay- 
onets.

The sheriff at once proceeded :to 


make arrests, and charged the mob. 
In a few minutes the entire crowd was 
on the run across lots into fields hcltcr 
skelter, with the deputies shootmg in 
the. air to get them to stop. 
Inside of 


thirty minutes all were out of sight 
and hearing except the stragglers and 
prisoners being brought in. 


About seventy-five or eighty prison- 


ers were brought to this place and 
token to Centralia, and in all about 125_ 
prisoners were captured. Intense ex- 
citement still prevails, as there are, 
known to be several hundred strikers 
from other points near here and in hid- 
ing, and an attack is expected before 
morning at one of these three towns. 


In the scrimmage here there were no 


casualties, but report is current that 
one man was killed between here and 
Ccntraliii, whether a striker or a dep- 
uty is not known. The reports lucks 
confirmation. One hundred Windiest-, 
tcrs were received here Thurday even-' 
ing, and at this hour, 8 p. in., men can 
be seen in different parts of town arm- 
ed and on guard, liut few of the min- 
ers here sympathize with the mob. 


The prisoners captured made some 


threats of coming back in stronger 
force, but should they do so a warm re- 
ception will meet them. A report is 
current that an attempt may be made 
to liberate the prisoners at Centralia.

.value is more than its weight in that 
precious metal, nor is it shaped like a 
key at all. 
And the wealth it un- 


locked la not only for ita finders, but for - 
all that desire to partake of it, for all 
posterity, for you and for me. I speak 
_ 


of the Rcsettu. stone, which isnow.ln 
the British museum. 


Many years ago Ptolemy EpiphenM, 


king of Egypt, paid the arrears of tal- 
es and other debts of the priesthood ol 
Bgj'pt, and in thanks and to show their 
respcot for his consideration the priertr 
hood, at a synod held in Memphis,: 
passed a decree commemorating It. 
The decree was out into stone, as that 
was the mode of preserving the record 
of. historical events. This happened 
about one hundred and ninety-four 
years before the Christian era. 


You must know that the Egyptians.' 


had a different mode of writing from . 
ours. They used hieroglyphics, or pic- 
ture writing, and this, after great t»^ 
search, has been discovered to be thoL 
written interpretations of sounds. 


That a record of Epiphenes' deed - 


might not bo lost the Egyptians had 
the decree written in three .different 
languages—-the hieroglyphic, the de- 
motio and the Greek. This was done 
as a precaution, because, as the coun- 
_ 


try had many dialects, a language 
once in USD was likely to die out In 
time. So by making this trilingual 
copy of the event, each a translation 
of the other, It was likely to be pre- 
served. 


Years passed and the dust of ages 


burled from view the stone which wa» 
destined to play so important a part In 
throwing a light upon the shadowy 
conception of modern thinkers regard- - 
ing the past life and manners and cus- 
toms of the Egyptians. 


This is the origin of the Bosetta 


stone, but no one in the modern world 
knew-of Its existence until the time of 
Napoleon. He carried his conquering1 
arms all aver Europe, and, not content 
with his victories there, he invaded 
Eg-ypt, where ho fought the brilliant. 
Egyptian campaign. 


While stationed near Rosetta, in 


lower Egypt, some of the soldiers with 
the French engineer, _M. Bounsard,. 
found, while excavating in the his- 
torical soil, a block of stone of black 
basalt about three and one-half'feet in • 
length and a little more than two and 
one-half feet in width: On it they saw 
strange and unintelligible writings or 
drawings. It-was the Bosetta stone, 
so called from the name of the plaoa 
where it was found, but they did not 
dream how precious their discovery 
would prove. 


And it was not until about flftara • 


years had ypassed that even one word 
was translated. 
Dr. Young in 181* 


made out the word Ptolemy, and he It 
was that /discovered -that the writing 
was phonetlov and not Ideographic, aa' 
had been supposed. But the key had 
not yet done Its work, for, like Alad- 
din and his lamp, the talisman had no* 
yet been conquered. .'••

among the pictorial writings on the 
frescoes at Karnak.

It is just, because it 
eliminates the favoritism of the pres- 
ent, law, and lessens the burdens of the 
great, majority of the people. 
It is 


wise, because it makes possible the 
quick revival of business activity so 
.sadly needed and universally desired. 
It is business-like, because it provides 
sufficient revenue to meet necessary 
expenditures without further issue of 
bonds. 
It is patriotic, because what- 


ever of discrimination it contains is in 
favor of American citizens. 
It is pru- 


dent, bBcauso. it does not attempt to 
ignore facts in bearing out a theory."

The Protectlnn '1'ollcy^ Curried '•.. to.'. Ito 


L>oi;!cal Conclusion.

held responsible in any wise for the 
Coxeyite "armies." It is probable that 
we were mistaken in naming the league 
as the specific source from which the 
Coxeyites were receiving aid.' Never- 
theless, a week ago thbre were unmis- 
takable signs that the protectionists 
were lending the movement aid and en- 
couragement of a. substantial character; 
just as there die signs now that they 
dropped it when public attention was 
called to the earmarks of partisan ma- 
nipulation.

And in spite of protests and disclaim- 


ers nothing is more obvious than that 
McKinleyism. and Coxeyisui stand in 
the relationship of cause and eflect. 


For twenty years the protectionists 


have taught by speeches in congress 
and on the stump arid through their 
party press that when anything goes 
wrong with business, or even with any 
particular industry, congress should be 
called upon to set things right. Their 
doctrine, put forward on all occasions, 
has been and is that laws make pros- 
perity or bring disaster, and that the 
remedy for industrial disasters is more 
laws or changed laws. 


In what does this differ from Coxey- 


ism? The Coxeyites are iu distress. 
They claim to be willing to work but 
unable to obtain .work,. and to repre- 
sent millions who are suffering priva- 
tion by reason of this condition of 
things. They follow the teachings they 
have heard for years and turn to Wash- 
ington for help. They ask congress to 
pass laws which they claim will bring 
relief. 


Even their plan of presenting "a pe- 


tition in boots" is borrowed from the 
JIcKinleyites. How many times dur- 
ing the lust dozen or twenty years have 
tho capitol and Washington swarmed 
with people who had gone tWere to ask 
congress to pu:;s laws or to ' levy taxes 
for their special benefit? How long is 
U since the protectionist spellbinders 
amr newspapers were shrieking in 
chorus because the democrats of house 
and senate refused to give "hearings" 
to bandsof people from all parts of the 
country who insisted upon telling con- 
gress what kind.of laws and taxes they 
wanted for their own benefit? 


Does the fuct that the McKinleyites 


had the money (or had it put up for 
them) to go to Washington in passen- 
ger coaches give them any rights not 
possessed by the Coxeyitcs, who for 
lack of money must walk or stoal rides 
on freight trains? 


The plain truth is that Coxeyism is 


simply MoKinleyism reduced to an ab- 
surdity by being carried to its logical 
conclusion. And though a burlesque 
in its present phase it will have one 
good ell'ect We shall hear less here- 
after of congress and congress-made 
laws as tho remedy 
for industrial 


troubles and trade depression. We shall 
see an end made of those "petitions in 
boots" which tho palace ear Coxeyitea 
have been thrusting upon congress year 
in and year out We shall see the honest 
American doctrine of self help put in 
practice more and more. 


Blindly and unconsciously, with but 


a nebulous idea of what he is doing, 
the grotesque Coxey is a great reformer. 
Ilis absurd "nvmy" will be turned into 
a circus sideshow at twenty-five cents 
admission and then melt away into the 
police station, almshouses and casual 
freight trains. But he has taught a 
lesson that will not be forgotten. lid 
has opened our eyes to the extent to 
which .our social structure has been 
undermined. He has sot, men to think- 
ing, and as the first and surest result 
of that thinking a halt will be called 
upon that form of state socialism 
known as MeKinlcvism.—N. Y. World.
